Germans Driven From Rampikapelle. 

Paris, Oct. 31.—The French war office this afternoon gave out an 
official announcement as follows: ‘ ‘ The day of yesterday was marked 
by an attempt at a general offensive movement on the part of the 
Germans along the entire front from Nieuport to Arras and by violent 
attacks delivered at other points of the line of battle. 

“From Nieuport to the canal of La Bassee there were alternate 
movements of advance and retirement. 

“To the south of Nieuport the Germans, who had taken possess¬ 
ion of Rampikapelle, were driven out of this town by a counter attack. 

“To the south of Ypres we lost some points of support, Holle- 
becke and Zandworde, but we progressed to the east of Ypres in the 
direction of Paschendaele. 

Advances at Lower End of Line. 

‘Between La Bassee and Arras all the attacks made by the Ger¬ 
mans were repulsed with heavy losses for them. 

“In the region of Chaulnes we advanced beyond Lihons and we 
took possession of Lequ^snoy, in the Santerre district. 

“In the region of the Aisne also we have made progress on the 
heights of the right bank downstream from Soissons, but we were 
oontpelled to withdraw in the vicinity of Vailly.

Above the signatures of the 
kaiser's chief chaplain and his col¬ 
leagues appears the phrase "United In 
Jesus Christ ’’ The document is accom¬ 
panied by the authority to M. Bahut,

"Dear Sir and Brother:—Y^e will¬ 
ingly assent to the general proposi¬ 
tions of your appeal, but must d e cline 
adhesion to premises respiting from 
your method of reasoning. We reject 
your premises because In our opinion 
therevls not the faintest Indication that 
Germany wants any warning or ex¬ 
hortation that this war be conducted' 
on Christian principles.

We arrived In Ham 
at eight In the morning, where wo 
were speedily disillusioned about our 
two-days’ rest, as the Germans again 
shelled us, and we were ordered into 


August 17.—Soon after leaving 

Rouen-I fell asleep, and when I woke 
up In the morning we were passing 
through very open country. The train 
reached St. Quentin soon after I woke, 
and there the population regaled us, 
with hot cofree. By the way, that Is 
one thing the French can do, they 
make a splendid drop of coffee. We 
arrived at Landreclea about 8 o'clock, 
where we alighted from the train. 
After a stay of about an hour for 
breakfast we moved, and on reaching 
Nozelles, about five miles from Land- 
recies, we were billeted In the farms 
there. At this stage I was beginning 
to feel the effects of that nine-mile 
march, as my feet were badly chafed 
and blistered, but I stuck to It. and I 
for one was very grateful on hearing 
that we had done for the day.
